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Developers approach council over solar farm proposals 

POSER OVER 
SUN POWER 


DEVELOPERS have been asking for 
views on their plan to build a new 
solar farm in Banbury. 

Kronos Solar, a developer of large-scale 
solar PV farms on green and brownfield 
sites, have contacted Cherwell District 
Council to ask what it thinks about 
developing a power source at two separate 
locations. 

One proposed site could be on land west 
of the M40 and north of Main Street, 
Hanwell, while the second site being 
looked at is on land west of Banbury 
crematorium, on Hardwick Hill.

Spokesman Alexander Arcache confirmed 
that the developers were seeking advice 
from Cherwell District Council about the 
proposed sites and hoped to provide more 
detailed plans in the next two months. 

There is, as yet, no confirmed details of 
the project that have been released by 
Cherwell District Council. 

But members of the Oxfordshire branch 
of the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
have expressed concern about the 


construction of solar farms in the 
countryside. Chairman Brian Wood said: 
"We don't think there is any need to put 
solar panels in the countryside. 

"Solar panels on a field would be 
something we would object to. We would 
prefer the solar panels to be put on top of 
buildings." 

This application follows news that 
planning permission has been granted to 
build a solar farm on land at Rowles Farm, 
Bletchingdon. 

The permission was granted after ROC 
Energy Ltd won an appeal over a district 
council veto. The solar farm plan includes 
onsite equipment rooms and plant, security 
fencing and landscaping. 

Government Inspector Paul Griffiths, who 
overturned the council planners' refusal, 
said the solar farm could meet the energy 
needs of nearly 2,500 homes. 

Meanwhile, plans for a 77-metre high 
wind turbine at Mollington have been 
rejected after Cherwell received more than 
350 letters objecting to the proposals. They 
were from local residents, Mollington Parish 
Council and English Heritage. Most voiced 
fears that the structure would be an eyesore 
for the Grade l-registered parkland at nearby 
Farnborough Hall and the Grade ll-listed 
Obelisk monument. 

The application received just two letters 
of support.

Mental health care for 
woman in suicide bid 


A WOMAN, who caused 
a train crash when she 
parked on a level 
crossing in a suicide bid, 
has been admitted to a 
mental health hospital. 

Heather Bister, of Austin 
Drive, Banbury, was arrested 
after she stopped her car on 
the Sandy Lane level crossing 
near Kidlington on 
November 12 last year. 

A Cross Country service 
hit the 46-year-old's car but 
she escaped with minor 
injuries. No one else was 
hurt. 

She admitted endangering 
safety on the railways and 
appeared at Oxford Crown 
Court on Friday to be 
sentenced. Bister had asked 
to be remanded in custody 
after she twice tried to go to 
Oxford railway station to 
throw herself in front of a 
train. 

She has now been made

order under the Mental 
Health Act after being 
diagnosed with a mental 
disorder. 

Passing sentence in Oxford 
Crown Court, Judge Mary 
Jane Mowat said two 
psychiatric reports had now 
recommended Bister receive 
treatment in the Littlemore 
Mental Health Hospital. 

She told the defendant: 

"I'm satisfied on the 
evidence that you have got a 
registered medical health 
disorder of a nature and 
degree that makes it 
appropriate for you to be 
detained in hospital and 
receive appropriate 
treatment. You are now in the 
hands of the doctors and I 
hope this sentence will give 
you some help and will go 
some way to protecting the 
public in the future."

A PIONEERING scheme to locate missing dementia patients 
has been forced to close after it found only one lost OAP in 
18 months. 

The Neighbourhood Return scheme launched in 2012 with 
£191,000 of Lottery cash for Oxfordshire, Northamptonshire and 
Waltham Forest. 

Some 7,000 volunteers were signed up to search for 370 registered 
dementia sufferers, should they wander away from their homes. 

But there were just nine call-outs across the three areas and just 
one Oxfordshire OAP was found. 

Kate Daisley, operations director for The Neighbourhood and 
Home Watch Network, which is steering the scheme, said it was "a 
real shame". 

Lottery cash ran 
out in October 
2013 and she said: 

"At the time when 
we applied for a 
further £1 m Lottery 
grant to continue 
with the scheme, 
we had not lost 
anyone. 

"So this did not 
give the funders 
confidence in the 
money we were 
applying for." 

The scheme - 
initially funded by 
the Silver Dreams 
Big Lottery Fund - 
had the support of 
Thames Valley 
Police and 
Oxfordshire County 
Council. 

It was devised by 
Dr Rupert 
McShane, a 
consultant old age 
psychiatrist with the 
Oxford Health NHS Foundation Trust. 

Oxfordshire's Roger Stammers, 64, whose wife, Isobel, began to 
wander off after the onset of Alzheimer's in 2004, also helped set up 
the scheme. 

Carers registered patients' details, location, appearance and a 
photo and volunteers within a mile of their last location were texted 
details of missing OAPs. 

She said: "The pilot scheme was ground breaking. More than 48 
per cent of the volunteers had never volunteered before and over 96 
per cent of the carers said that the scheme had given them 
reassurance. 

"All volunteers have been sent an email explaining the situation. 

"And the people with dementia and their carers will have an 
email, followed up by a letter, signposting them to other 
organisations, including the Alzheimer's Society and Age UK."

A FIFTY-three-year-old 
woman died after drinking 
alcohol all day at her own 
New Year’s Eve party, an 
inquest heard. 

Elizabeth Farrow was 
found by friend George 
Geoghegan at her home in 
Banbury’s Ruscote Arcade in 
the early hours of New Year’s 
Day. 

She was found lying on her

Toxicology 
reports showed she had 
drunk “significant quantities 
of alcohol” and died from 
acute alcohol intoxication.

Fire union 
in call for 
walk-outs 


FIREFIGHTERS across 
Oxfordshire have been called to 
strike again - after pension 
negotiations with the 
Government ground to a halt. 

Accusing ministers of "burying 
their heads in the sand", the Fire 
Bridgade Union claimed it had 
received no new proposals by the 
April 24 deadline it had set for the 
Minister for Fire and Rescue, Brandon 
Lewis. 

Oxfordshire branch spokesman 
Mark Ames said he expected all of 
the county's FBU members to take 
part. 

He said: "This is an extremely 
disappointing outcome for us. 

"It is too early to say how many 
firefighters in Oxfordshire will take 
part in these strikes, but I am calling 
on all of them to support us. 

"Many of our members went above

and beyond the call of duty during 
the winter floods and we feel that 
should be recognised in these 
negotiations." 

The three-year dispute is over 
planned changes to introduce a later 
retirement age and a new pension 
scheme. 

The strikes are due to take place 
tomorrow, between noon and 5pm, 
Saturday, between 2pm and 2am, and 
on Sunday, from 10am to 3pm. 

The FBU has also announced "a 
ban" on voluntary overtime from 3pm 
on Sunday to Friday, May 9. 

As in previous strikes, Mr Ames 
said, Oxfordshire County Council Fire 
and Rescue Service had an agreement 
with the FBU that strikes would end 
in the case of a serious incident.

But when her friend was 
diagnosed with breast 
cancer back in 2010, Mrs 
Hewetson was shocked. 

Mrs Davey had to have a 
mastectomy in 2010, and 
Mrs Hewetson said that her 
friend was still suffering 
with her health - but had a 
very positive outlook. She 
said: "She is very 
determined and she is a 
fighter." 

Mrs Hewetson plans to 
join more than 800 people 
at the tenth annual 
Blenheim Pink Ribbonwalk 
on Saturday, May 10. 

Dressed all in pink, 
fundraisers will tackle either 
a ten- or 20-mile course 
around Blenheim Palace, 
Woodstock.

Mrs Hewetson hopes to 
raise money for Breast 
Cancer UK, adding: 

"Loraine was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in 2010. 
I'm doing it for her. 

"We have shared a 
special life. We used to do 
all the things that students 
did together. We used to like 
going out for meals and to 
the cinema. 

"We are older now, so 
obviously we weren't as 
wild - but we still have fun." 

Both women have three 
children and regularly meet 
up in London or Banbury. 

Mrs Hewetson has three 
children: Chloe, 25, Thom, 
23 and Callum 21. 

She said: "This is not just 
for Loraine, but to raise 
awareness for everybody. I 
think a lot of people are 
touched by breast cancer." 

Mrs Hewetson has raised 
nearly £300 for the charity 
so far and thanked her 
friends and family for their 
support. 

Breast Cancer Care helps 


thousands of people who 
wake up to the harsh reality 
of breast cancer every day. 

She said: "I must admit 
the training is not coming 
along as well as expected." 
But she regularly takes her 
three springer spaniels - 
Ella, Flossie and Meg - out 
for walks in the countryside.

■ THE third man charged in 
connection with the fatal 
stabbing of Connor Tremble 
appeared in court on Monday.

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■ Local NUT members push for schools walk-out in June 


Local delegates back 
vote for strike action

OXFORDSHIRE delegates of the 
National Union of Teachers have 
voted to stage another strike 
during exam-time - if the row 
with the Government over pay, 
pensions and conditions 
continues. 

All seven delegates from Oxfordshire 
who attended the NUT's national 
conference in Brighton, voted in favour 
of taking further industrial action, 
starting on Monday, June 23. 

The local delegates comprised 
teachers and a retired teacher from 
Bicester, Oxford and Didcot. About 
1,000 UK delegates attended the 
conference. 

However, NUT Oxfordshire 
secretary and a member of the union's 
national executive, Gawain Little, 
hoped the threat of a third strike since 
October would bring Education 
Secretary Michael Gove to the table 
over teachers' conditions and 
Government policy. 

He said: "The Oxfordshire 
delegation supported a vote for further 
action.

"There has to be an opportunity to 
get the Education Secretary to talk. 

"None of us want further industrial 
action." 

Mr Little said the NUT had not yet 
decided on how many strike days it 
would opt for in June, and that it 
would try to "minimise the disruption 
on students and parents". 

An NUT press officer conceded 
there would be "a couple" of exams 
that week but said the union would 
exempt any members involved with 
exams. 

Mr Little said the county's delegates 
were not in favour of a more hardline 
proposal, for teachers to strike for two 
days in June and an additional four 
days in the autumn term. 

A June strike would be the third 
since last October in the union's 
dispute with the Government over pay, 
workloads and pensions. 

In March, 23 schools in Oxfordshire 
were closed, a further 75 partially 
closed, and 195 stayed open as the 


NUT called a second strike as around 
300 teachers staged a march in Oxford. 

Mr Little said the NUT would act 
alone on industrial action, even if the 
National Association of 
Schoolmasters/Union of Women 
Teachers did not also strike. 

NASUWT said during its own 
national conference over the weekend: 
"Our members remain committed to 
maintaining and, if necessary, 
escalating the current industrial action 
campaign, including moving further 
towards strike action." 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
education chief, Melinda Tilley, said: 
"It's a shame if both sides don't 
negotiate further. We would ask people 
to watch our website for what schools 
may be affected." 

A spokesman for the Department for 
Education said: "Ministers have met 
frequently with the NUT and other 
unions and will continue to do so. 

"Further strike action will only 
disrupt parents' lives, hold back 
children's education and damage the 
reputation of the profession."

THE brother of a boat 
owner, who died from 
carbon monoxide fumes, 
believes gas-warning 
alarms should be made 
compulsory. 

Shaun Mason spoke after an 
inquest held on Thursday heard 
that his brother Ian "Spike" 
Mason had died, along with 
his Staffordshire Bull Terrier, 
Milly, from the deadly gas on 
his canal boat in Banbury. 

The 62-year-old had been 
using a petrol-fuel led 
electricity generator while 
watching a film on his laptop 
when he died on January 2. 

Neighbour Christopher 
Wren raised the alarm after 
looking through a window and 
seeing him slumped in his 
chair. 

Shaun Mason, 51, said: 
"People should be cautious 
when they live on boats. 

"My brother had his 
generator running on his back

deck with a canopy over it, so 
the fumes had nowhere to 
escape to. 

"The most important thing is 
that people get a carbon 
monoxide detector. I would 
like to see it made 


compulsory." 

The inquest at Oxfordshire 
Coroner's Court heard that Mr 
Mason, a retired warehouse 
packer, had blocked air vents 
when insulating his 
narrowboat, Samara. 

Marine consultant David 
Fuller said in a boat 
examination report that there 


were "numerous examples of 
inadequate fittings" and the 
boat was in a poor condition. 

He said the portable 
generator was found to be 
switched on and its fuel tank 
was empty. 

Mr Fuller added: "Portable 
petrol generators, when they 
are put in inappropriately 
confined spaces, are a known 
cause of carbon monoxide 
incidents." 

A toxicology report showed 
that Mr Mason had a "fatal 
level" of carbon monoxide in 
his body. 

Assistant coroner Nicholas 
Graham recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

Mr Mason's brother added: 
"At least he had a peaceful 
death - but it could have been 
avoided. 

"Everone loved Spike. He 
kept himself to himself but he 
loved the canal and was a 
good brother."

The high-brow concept of Jack 
Paglen's undernourished script is at 
odds with the whizz-bang 
pyrotechnics that director Pfister is 
asked to deliver in the muddled 
second act, ultimately starving the 
film of jeopardy. 

Characters are poorly developed 
and the line between the 
supposedly evil computer and 
valiant human rebels is blurred to 
the point that we couldn't care less 
if our entire species is wiped out. 

Total oblivion would be sweeter 
than another 20 minutes spent in 
the company of a morose Johnny 
Depp and his co-stars. 

Transcendence opens in Berkeley, 
California, in the aftermath of a 
global blackout. "The Internet was 
meant to make the world a smaller 
place but it actually feels smaller 
without it," muses Dr Max Waters 
(Paul Bettany). 

The narrative rewinds to the same 
location five years earlier, where Dr 
Waters's good friend, Dr Will Caster 
(Depp), a pioneer in the field of 
artificial intelligence, lives with his 


wife Evelyn (Rebecca Hall). 

They are at the forefront of a 
scientific vanguard, which hopes to 
create a machine with sentience. 

Extremists called R.I.F.T. 
(Revolutionary Independence From 
Technology) oppose this 
advancement and shoot Will with a 
polonium-tainted bullet. 

Doctors give Dr Caster a month 
to live, so Evelyn suggests her beau 
continues his work by uploading his 
mind to a super-computer. 

Dr Waters urges caution but 
Evelyn ignores his warnings, 
desperate to cling on to her 
husband. 

R.I.F.T. leader Bree (Kate Mara) is 
powerless to stop Will making the 
leap into the digital abyss and when 
Evelyn uploads him to the Internet, 
he infiltrates every hard drive on the 
planet. 

As Will's thirst for knowledge
